Notice to Applicant

Claims 1-4 and 8-17 remain pending for examination 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-14 and 8-17 (renumbered 1-14) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claimed invention is directed towards a computerized, integrated emergency 
medical transportation database system with a demographic audit module 

The closest prior art of record includes: Kraftson (6,1 51 ,581 ) and Arai 
(6,704,720). 

However, the closest prior art of record does not teach a demographic audit 
module that determines whether sufficient patient demographic data exists in the 
medical emergency database, wherein the sufficient patient demographic data 
comprises the patient name, patient social security number, the type of transport and 
patient insurance data. 
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3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
